W ashington. Aug. 12 (A P)—Presi- | 
dent Roosevelt’s fro n tal a ttac k o n ! 
the candidacy of S en ato r W alter j 
George, of G eorgia, m ade th e south ■ 
today th e b attleground for his fight j 
to build up a “liberal school of 
th o u g h t” in th e D em ocratic party, 
, 
In no o th er section of th e country 
has the C hief Executive attem p ted 
to draw so clearly th e line between : 
w hat he considers to be progressive j 
liberalism 
an d 
th e type 
of c o n - 1 
servatism w hich lie insists stands in j 
the way 
of social 
and economic j 
progress. 
The action, tak en by Mr. Roosevelt j 
in his speech T h u rsd ay a t Barnes-1 
Ville, G eorgia, foreshadow s a long j 
struggle betw een so u th ern Dem o­ 
crats of th e conservative type and 
those who fit th e Roosevelt p a t­ 
tern.
